Identification Division, Latent Fingerprint Section, 
has now identified a latent fingerprint on a map, described below, 
submitted by the Atlanta Office with a latent fingerprint previously 
developed on Remington Model 760 rifle, Q2, abandoned by Unsub. 
at the scene of the crime, which latent was previously identified 
with a latent print on the pair of binoculars, Q14, also abandoned 
by Unsub. at the scene of the crime. In other words, three latent 
fingerprints from three 'different objects have been identified with 
each other. 

The Atlanta Office, by letter 4/15/68, submitted 
numerous items, including a map of Mexico, Q194, for exam- 
ination. These itejiTS were located in storage room of the rooming 
house at 113 l^tltstreet in Atlanta, Georgia, where suspect 
Eric Starvcj^Galt had formerly resided. 

General Investigative Division has been advised and 
is taking appropriate action.
